IS REMINDED OF A “ SKIRMISH" 


Judge Messerly Was When He Read 
of Finding Cannon Bail. 


Reading in the 
Democrat 
of the 
finding of a cannon ball near Califor­ 
nia, Mo., by H. C. Brizendine, recalls 
to Judge C. E. Messerly a hot skir­ 
mish at that place during the closing 
days of the Civil war. 
“I was only a very small boy th en /’ 
said Judge Messerly. 
“The Confeder­ 
ate troops in 
command 
of General 
Sterling Price were retreating when 
overtaken by the Federal 
forces in 
pursuit. The retreating force made a 
stand and what few' cannon could be 
brought into action were used 
“This was in the 
closing 
days of 
the fighting,” he said, “and when the 
attack was made women and children 
took refuge in cellars.” 
Judge Messerly says he remembers 
the event very well, and that to his 
recollection only one or possibly two 
houses were hit.

and dropped another small fortune in 
the promotion of a patented food, of 
the merits of which he had been con­ 
vinced by personal use.

few years ago that he had sought to 
add to his fortune by investments in 
Marconi stocks. 
Ole 
Bull, the great

000 horses with the Canadian army 
corps in France, and the report points 
out that even in modern warfare each 
infantry division of 21,000 
men 
re­ 
quires 6,200 horses. 
Continuing, the report reads: 
“The horses of a division are taken 
care of by twelve veterinary officers 
and one mobile veterinary section of 
twenty-seven men, which attends to 
the horses in the firing line. 
“There is one Canadian field hos­ 
pital in France composed of three hun 
dred and eighty-seven men and sh 
officers. 
It has a 
capacity 
of one 
thousand cases, and the work which 
is 
done 
there is really remarkable. 
Horses, which in previous wars and 
in civilian life, would be destroyed at 
once, are treated so successfully tHat 
in due course they become fit for mil­ 
itary duty on the firing line. 
It is 
said, interesting to note that of six hun­ 
dred and seven horses sent in on one 
occasion, only twelve died. 
Five bun­ 
dled and ninety-five eventually became 
fit for reissue, or to be sold as casts 
for easy duty. 
“The men work under the most try­ 
ing conditions, often exposed to the 
tire of rifle and big gun. 
They are 
up and around the lines all the time 
gathering in wounded horses; their 
horsemanship is remarkable. Wound­ 
ed horses are immediately given first 
aid. 
Any horse that 
can 
walk 
is 
rushed hack to the mobile section, or 
field hospital, his wounds are care­ 
fully 
treated 
and every care given 
bim. 
“During the second battle of Ypres, 
when the Canadians were pressed to 
tHeir utmost, at no time was the sup­ 
ply of horses diminished at the firing 
line. 
As casualties occurred among 
battery and transport 
horses 
rein­ 
forcements were rushed through the 
storm of bursting shells to take their 
a places. 
Although 
our 
guns 
were 
j within three hundred yards 
of 
the 
1 enemy, there never was a wagon or 
a gun lost, in what is known as one 
of the fiercest engagements that has 
taken place in this war. 
“Horse’s wounds heal more rapidly 
than a m an’s. 
Cases of horses with 
ten bullets in them have been known 
to report complete recovery within a 
very few w eeks. In fact, some w ound­ 
ed horses have been back iii the firing 
line within a week. 
If a horse can­ 
not walk, however, he is usually con­ 
sidered a hopeless case, and must be 
destroyed. 
These horses and those 
which are killed outright, are thrown 
to one side during an engagement and 
buried after. 
“In the hospitals, cases are divided 
into contagious diseases and wounded. 
The hospitals are absolutely modern 
iii every respect. 
Great care is taken 
to avoid putting the horse to undue 
pain. 
Animals are seldom operated 
oil without chloroform. 
To date only 
IO per cent of the Canadian horses at 
the front have succumbed and very 
few of these died from disease. Most 
of them are killed in battle. 
“Doctoring a horse 
is 
no 
simple 
matter. 
There are over four hundred 
diseases to which a horse is subject. 
As he cannot tell you how he is feel­ 
ing, it is very difficult to diagnose 
his case. The Canadian veterinarians 
show great skill in this respect. They 
use active principal drugs and they 
have also developed to a high degree 
the use of serums. 
“It is interesting to note the war 
horses’ diet. They are fed three times 
I a day and get an allowance of eigh­ 
teen pounds of hay, twelve pounds of 
oats, eight pounds of straw’, or in lieu 
of this, four pounds extra hay and 
and two pounds oats, or any other 
fodder procurable of equal food value; 
malt, sugar beet, vegetables, etc. The 
Canadian horses are rolling 
in 
fat 
since they have been in France.”
